He also was connected with 
many public organizations, among 
them the British Red Cross So¬ 
ciety and the Victorian Order of 
Nurses. As a governor of the 
University of Toronto, he headed 
a royal commission which in 1906 
recommended a plan of university 
reorganization.

The Chinese in the cour 
try ran most of the business, and 
Siam was strongly attached to 
England. 

The speaker also went Into the 
history of the country, telling 
how the present form of govern¬ 
ment ..originated. He told of 
ancient days when the Siamese 
reigned over a much larger ter 
ritory ard the King was an ab¬ 
solute monarch. In 1925, soon 
after King Prajhadlpok came to 
the throne, he endeavored to In¬ 
troduce a constitution so that his 
people might have some say In 
the rule of the country. The 
King's princes were, af (he time, 
m pewerful positions ln the gov¬ 
ernment of the land, and they 
were against the move. The 
princes were taken from Ihetr 
positions through a revolution 
soon after and it was at this lime 
that Sir Robert was sent to Slam 
as lud rial adviser. 

Two other revolutions occurred 
during which the safety of the 
King was threatened, and finally 
he left the country with his 
queen, never to return. A year 
later he abdicated. 

The speaker then explained the 
efforts of the new government to 
educate the people as to the con¬ 
stitution. The latest work of the 
government was lo first enlarge 
the borders of the country, sec¬ 
ond, to recreate the anpient Slam 
and,, third, to keep a friendly pol- 
‘tcy w th Japan.
